RESOLUTION 

ExroflT Houses 

New Delhi, the 14 th September 1905 

No. 19 ( 40 )/ 65 -EAC— The Selectivity Committee, whose conclusions and re¬ 
commendations have been generally accepted by the Government of India, in the 
Ministry of Commerce vide Resolution No. 0(l)/05-BOT, dated the 5th July, 
19fl5, has inter alia, recommended revision of the scheme for recognising Exporc 
Houses so that it may contribute more effectively to the approach of selectivity 
and lead to the fostering and development of business houses specially oriented 
towards the export of our non-traditional commodities and specialising, as far as 
possible, in marketing to various regions. The Government of India have revis¬ 
ed the scheme for recognition of Export Houses in the liaht of experience and 
taking into account the recommendations of the Selectivity Committee. 

2, Government will now be prepared to consider according recognition as an 
Export House to anv organisation which may be expected to handle a group ot 
commodities successfully. Tt should satisfy the following conditions: — 

(a) It should be a company registered under the Companies Act, I960, or a 

Cooperative Marketing Society or Federation registered under the 
appropriate law. 

(b) Members of the Export House should have substantial experience in 

handling a particular group of commodities/products for export gene¬ 
rally and preferably to selected markets, 

(c) It should have adequate resources at its credit for export trading on 

a large scale, 
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(d) In the case of manufacturing concerns, the exports should normally 
constitute a substantial proportion of their production—this condi¬ 
tion being relaxablc in cases where the actual quantum of production 
available fpr export is substantial even if it does not form a high 
proportion of the total production, In the case of trading concerns 
export turnover should constitute a substantial proportion of total 
turnover. 

3. No recognition will be accorded in respect of firms exporting traditional 
commodities to traditional markets. 

4. Recognition will,, in the first instance, be accorded for a period of three 
years. Renewal of recognition will depend upon continued compliance with the 
conditions and may t in deserving cases, be for a period upto 10 years. Recogni¬ 
tion may be withdrawn at any time, if the Government are satisfied that the 
Export House has failed to maintain high standards of integrity and business 
ethics in its trading operation or its export performance has hot been generally 
satisfactory. 

5< The Export House should: — 

(1) immediately after recognition, draw up a detailed export programme 
in consultation with the Government. The programme drawn up 
might cover a wide range of activities including opening of foreign 
offices, export publicity etc. as well as the anticipated fulfilment of 
specific targets. 

(ii) keep Government informed periodically of orogreas made in this 

direction; and 

(iii) observe high standards in the performance of contracts for exports 

and in particular, regarding maintenance of quality, adhering to 
specifications, delivery schedules, etc. 

6. Recognised Export Houses will be eligible fox the following facilities: — 

(a) Lump sum releases of foreign exchange for business visits abioaa by 

thoir representatives; 

(b) Grants-in-aid (under the Code of Grants-in-aid) for undertaking 

market surveys and export publicity and for participation in exhibi¬ 
tions abroad; 

(c) Grantsdn-aid under the Code of Grants-in-aid in cases where two or 

more Export Houses set up a joint foreign office or where an Export 
House and an approved organisation such as an Export Promotion 
Council set up a foreign office jointly; and 

(d) Such other assistance or facilities as Government may decide to pro¬ 

vide from time to time. 

7. As regards business concerns, which have already been recognised as export 
houses under the previous scheme, they will be given time to organise their 
activities so as to conform to the above pattern, failing which recognition may be 
withdrawn. 

8. Organisations wishing to be recognised by Government as Export Houses 
may apply to the Ministry of Commerce in the prescribed form giving, inter- 
alia, the following particulars; — 

(i) A copy of the Memorandum and Articles of Association; 

(ii) The broad export programme indicating the commodities of which 

and countries to which substantial exports have been effected and 
will continue to be effected and the steps and organisation proposed 
to be set up to this end; and 

(iii) the non-traditional commodities exported by the firm and the non- 

traditional markets to which exported, 

9. On being recognised as an Export Houses by Government, the Export House 
will get itself registered as an exporter with the Export Promotion Councils (if 
not already registered) concerned with the items for which it has been recognised. 

10. This Resolution supersedes the earlier Resolution issued by the former 
Ministry of Commerce and Industry under their No. 101 (3) EP(Coord)/62^ dated 
the 1st September, 1962, and subsequent amendment issued vide this Ministry’s 
letter No. 19 (45) /64-EP(coord), dated the 12th October, 1964.
